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Seasonally adjusted nonfarm employment for
Louisiana was estimated to be 1,759,500 for April 2006.
This figure represented a decrease over the month of 4,400
jobs and a decrease over the year of 182,000 employees.
The largest net increase over the month was in Professional
and Business Services with an increase of 2,100 jobs.
Statewide employment figures for seasonally adjusted
nonfarm employment can be found on page 2.

Changes from March to April revealed growth in
four industry sectors and reductions in seven industry
sectors. Natural Resources and Mining increased 600;
Construction increased 1,300; Professional and Business

Services increased 2,100; and Other Services increased 400.

Those industry sectors reporting declines in employment
were Manufacturing, 100; Trade, Transportation, and
Utilities, 2,800; Information, 200; Financial Activities, 200;
Educational and Health Services, 2,700; Leisure and
Hospitality, 1,600; and Government, 1,200.

Over the year, seasonally adjusted figures indicated
an increase in only one industry sector, Natural Resources
and Mining with 2,000 positions. Reductions were found
in all the other industry sectors. Employment declined in
Construction, 13,300 jobs; Manufacturing, 11,100 jobs;
Trade, Transportation, and Utilities, 20,800 jobs; Informa-
tion, 1,600 jobs; Financial Activities, 4,700 jobs; Profes-
sional and Business Services, 22,600 jobs; Educational and
Health Services, 46,600 jobs; Leisure and Hospitality,
40,100 jobs; Other Services, 13,000 jobs; and Government,
10,200 jobs.

The April preliminary seasonally adjusted
unemployment rate for Louisiana remained the same as
the March rate of 4.8 percent. The national unemploy-
ment rate for April remained the same as the March rate
of 4.7 percent. Total unemployment in the state for April
was 90,063. The state civilian labor force increased to
1,872,671, with a decrease in total employment to
1,782,608.
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The civilian labor force and nonfarm estimates are prepared according to Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) methodology and are
comparable with the U.S. and other states’ data. For more information, go to page 14.

Economic Comparison
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Not Seasonally Adjusted State and Area Employment

The Louisiana Department of Labor, in cooperation with the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS),
continues to closely monitor the economic impact of the recent hurricanes on the business and household
surveys in the affected parishes. In producing the post-hurricane estimates, BLS announced that a number of
modifications were made to standard estimating procedures to better reflect the employment part the civilian
labor force estimates. For a detailed explanation of the effects of Hurricanes Katrina and Rita on all of the
BLS program’s methodology, please go to http://stats.bls.gov/katrina/cpscesquestions.htm.

Total nonfarm employment (not seasonally adjusted) for Louisiana was 1,765,100 for April of this
year. In comparison, total nonfarm employment was 1,766,400 for March 2006 and 1,949,200 for April of
last year. There was a decline of 1,300 from one month ago. The loss of 184,100 from one year ago
includes the loss of business caused by two catastrophic hurricanes.

Total nonfarm employment in the Alexandria MSA, estimated at 64,400 for April, showed a de-
crease of 1,300 from March. However, when compared to the year-ago figure, there was a gain of 1,700
jobs. Both supersectors were responsible for the over-the-month loss as well as the over-the-year gain.

Total nonfarm employment for the Baton Rouge MSA was estimated at 365,000 for April. The
previous month's revised estimate was 363,500 and the previous year's estimate was 352,500. Over the
month, goods producing rose by 1,000 and service providing was up 500. Over the year, goods producing
gained 3,200 and service providing increased by 9,300.

In April, total nonfarm employment was 86,600 in the Houma-Bayou Cane-Thibodaux MSA.
Goods producing employment was up 500 from March and 1,500 more than this same time last year.
Service providing edged up slightly by 200 for both the 30-day and the 12-month intervals.

The Lafayette MSA total nonfarm employment for March reached a level of 141,300. When
compared to one month and one year ago, employment rose 100 and 5,100, respectively. Since February,
both supersectors experienced growth. Notably, positive movement was recorded for both supersectors
over the year as well.

The Lake Charles MSA's total nonfarm employment estimate was 91,500. When compared to the
March revised level of 91,900 employment decreased 400. On the other hand, when compared to last year,
employment increased 1,200. Both supersectors dropped from March. Over the year, goods producing
gained jobs while service providing lost jobs.

Total nonfarm employment was 79,800 for April in the Monroe MSA. This estimate represents an
increase over the month of 300 and growth over the year of 1,000. Over the month, goods producing and
service providing increased 200 and 100, respectively. Over the year, service providing added 1,200 jobs
while goods producing reported 200 fewer jobs.

Total nonfarm employment for April in the New Orleans MSA was 424,400. Over the 30-day
period employment dipped 1,300 as both goods producing and service providing employment contracted.
When comparing the current estimate to the year-ago estimate there was a loss of 190,500 in employment.
Once again, the majority of this decline can be attributed to the devastation reeked by hurricane Katrina.

Total nonfarm employment in the Shreveport-Bossier City MSA was 178,500 for April. This
number reflects a small increase from last month and a substantial increase from this same time last year.
Goods producing was up over the month while service providing was down. Over the year, both
supersectors experienced gains with service providing producing a little over 78 percent of the growth.

% Where do the nonfarm numbers come from?

0 Employers selected by random sampling are asked to provide the Louisiana Department
of Labor with employment levels for the week of the 12" of the month. The survey
results provide data at the state and M SA level for nonfarm jobs. The employment
estimates are only as good as the responses received within a two week time period.
Therefore, the higher the survey’s rate of return, the greater the accuracy of the estimated
employment.

» Why aren’t the construction job counts higher when | see all of the building activity in my
area?

0 Since thisisan employer based survey, the jobs are counted in the parish that the
employer’s payroll is paid. For example, if the company’s home office is in Baton Rouge
but the job is in Alexandria, then the jobs will be counted in Baton Rouge. There is no
separate employer survey for job location vs. business location.

= What is the 2006 revision change to the civilian labor force series?
0 The Bureau of Labor Statistics has eliminated regular revisions to the monthly
preliminary estimates. As an example, the preliminary January 2006 data will not be
revised with the release of February’s civilian labor force estimates. All of the 2006
monthly labor force series will be preliminary until revised in March 2007 as part of the
normal annual benchmarking process.

= What is the 2006 revision change to the nonfarm employment series?

0 The major change to the nonfarm employment series is the addition of published cells for
the state and some metropolitan statistical areas. For a list of the additional published

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GLOSSARY 6 TECHNICAL NOTES

Average Hourly Earnings/Average Weekly Earnings/ Average Weekly
Hours (CES/BLS) - average total money earnings, in the survey week (i.e.,
the week that includes the twelfth of the month), of production workers plus
nonsupervisory workers not in production, including overtime, paid vacation
and sick leave.

Civilian Labor Force - that portion of the population, age sixteen or older,
which is employed or unemployed and actively seeking employment during
the reference week of the twelfth of the month.

Employed - the members of the labor force who worked for pay or
profit, or had a job from which they were temporarily absent because
of illness, vacation, labor dispute, or other reasons not reflecting a
shortage of work, or who worked fifteen hours or more as unpaid
workers in an enterprise operated by a member of the family.

Unemployed - the members of the labor force who did not work
but were seeking work or were awaiting recall from layoffs
or thebeginning of a new job within thirty days.

Unemployment Rate - the number of unemployed persons
expressed as percentage of the labor force.

Continued Claim - each week claimed subsequent to the filing of the initial
claim for a week of unemployment compensation.

Current Employment Statistics (CES) - estimates of nonfarm employment
and production workers hours and earnings by industry. They are produced
as part of a nationwide program, in cooperation with the Bureau of Labor
Statistics (BLS), for the state and each metropolitan statistical area (MSA)
from a sample of employing establishments.

Current Population Survey (CPS) - a monthly household survey of the U.S.
population conducted for the Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) by the Bureau
of Census, of 56,000 selected households. Respondents are interviewed to
obtain information on the employment status of each household member age
16 and over, during the reference week of the twelfth.

Durable Goods - items with a normal life expectancy of three years or more.
Automobiles, furniture, household appliances, and mobile homes are examples.

Intial Claims - a new claim, filed to open a claim for unemployment
compensation.

Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA) - a geographical area comprised of a
parish generally containing a central city (or twin cities) of 50,000 inhabitants
or more and contiguous parishes that are socially and economically integrated
with the central city.

Micropolitan Statistical Area (MC) - a geographical area comprised of a
parish containing a central city of at least 10,000 but less than 50,000 inhabitants
and contiguous parishes that are socially and economically integrated with
the central city.

NAICS (North American Industry Classification System) - an industry
classification system that groups establishments into industries based on the
activities in which they are primarily engaged.

Nonfarm Employment - employment by place of work that does not include
the self employed, unpaid family workers, domestics, or agriculture workers.
All estimates of nonfarm employment in this publication are in cooperation
with the U.S. Department of Labor Bureau of Labor Statistics and include all
full-time and part-time workers who were employed during the pay period
including the twelfth of the month.

Nondurable Goods - items that generally last for only a short period of time
(less than three years). Food, beverages, apparel, and gasoline are common
examples.

Seasonally Adjusted - monthly data that is adjusted to minimize the changes
in any time series which result from normal annual occurrences such as
Christmas, summer vacations, and weather patterns.

Subsector - refers to the three-digit NAICS code, which will fall under the
particular sector. Example: If Manufacturing (31-33) is the industry sector,
then Food manufacturing (311), Paper manufacturing (322), Chemical
manufacturing (325), Transportation equipment manufacturing (336), are some
of the subsectors of manufacturing.

Supersector - refers to these five categories: Total Nonfarm, Total Private,
Goods Producing, Service Providing, and Private Service Providing.

Summary Industry Sector - a combination of industry sectors. A summary
sector may or may not be published. The summary industry sectors are Natural
Resources & Mining; Natural Resources & Mining & Construction;
Construction; Manufacturing; Trade, Transportation, & Utilities; Information;
Financial Activities; Professional & Business Services; Educational & Health
Services; Leisure & Hospitality; Other Services; and Government.

Industry Sector - 20 industry sectors based on two-digit NAICS code. They
are Agriculture, Forestry, Fishing and Hunting (11), Mining (21), Utilities
(22), Construction (23), Manufacturing (31-33), Wholesale Trade (42), Retail
Trade (44-45), Transportation and Warehousing (48-49), Information (51),
Finance and Insurance (52), Real Estate and Rental and Leasing (53),
Professional and Technical Services (54), Management of Companies and
Enterprises (55), Administrative and Waste Services (56), Educational Services
(61), Health Care and Social Assistance (62), Arts, Entertainment, and
Recreation (71), Accommodation and Food Services (72), Other Services (81),
and Public Administration (92).

Constraints of the monthly civilian labor force and nonfarm employment estimates:

The civilian labor force estimates are derived by a monthly survey of approximately 750 households throughout Louisiana following
the Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) methodology. The US Census Bureau conducts the survey by calling randomly selected households and
providing BLS with survey results. Households are asked for the number of residents who are sixteen and over and whether they were
working or actively looking for work during the week of the twelfth of the month. Responses to these questions become part of the formula to
determine the number of people employed and the number of individuals unemployed for the state, MSAs, and each parish every month.

The nonfarm employment estimates are derived from responses received from the monthly BLS survey of 2,757 businesses across
the state surveyed directly by this agency, and an additional 2,500 businesses that respond directly to BLS with their employment data.
Responses capture employment activity during the twelfth of each month. This survey relies on responses from these businesses to produce
industry employment levels for the state and all metropolitan statistical areas.

Both data sets are comparable with estimates for the U.S., all 50 states, and 270 metropolitan areas across the U.S.
